Such nets are 
to be reprobated ns the work of the 
Hiemles of the people. 

Sat to one who has aeeiirate Infonna- 
tioouto the eoudlllon atid treatment 
nf tbe workltig niassi's In Italy, atid 
aoaie oI the nelghlK)ring states, nets 
' like the munler of the empress an? 
not anntrt^^lnft- The Italbin working 
people are isior. opprt'ssed. and miser 
able beyond belief. Aeeording to the 
offlclal atatlstles. a hnmlred thousand 
people In Italy eaeh year go totally 
iURane from hnnger. while ns many 
iDore are rendered almost iiiilieelle 
from tack of proiH-r food. Many thon 
sand die each .vear from the same 
cause, although the oltielals assign 
other reasons for their deaths. Exeepl 
among the well-todo meal Is an nn- 
known luxury, pvhlle even (lour is in 
many parts of the eoniitr.v ttsed onl.v 
in eases of skkness and on holiday oe- 
easions. .\corns and roots form a large 
part of the dall.v fisvl of the poor in 
many places. 

* Notwithstandittg this dire poverty, 
the taxation is eiiormoasiy heavy. The 
commonest necessaries of life are heav¬ 
ily ta.xed. The excise duty on salt Is 
heavy that ThPTTiaRses of Thu peo 
pie do not use It. and suffer from dis¬ 
ease in eotisetpienee. 
laisl May in Milan more than a thoii- 

f ind starvltig pts.ple were shot dead 
y the soldier.v In etdd blood beeausi? 
they congregated iit th»> ofilet's of the 
gOTernmetit and asked for bread, and 
thousatids more wen; at the same tltni' 
wounded or imprisoned by the govern¬ 
ment. 

These crimes of omission in failitig 
to.care for the poor, and of eomtnls- 
slon In murdering them for seeking re¬ 
lief. necessarll.v hrltig retrihntion soon¬ 
er or later. .\nd the desire for veti- 
geanw engenderetl by these wrongs Is 
often vented upon the Innocent—If. in 
deed, those can he called intioeent who. 
standing in places of pow<‘r and In¬ 
fluence. see these crimes perpetrati-d 
against the poor witliout raising their 
voices In protest and seeking to bring 
about a better state ol things. 

Tlie Itnlhin who ilrove his stiletto hi- 
to the heart of Austria's empress 
roobahly saw In her. not the woman, 
but the repit'sentatlve of a class which, 
poasessing the fruits of the toll of oth¬ 
er*. for which It has given little or 
nothing In excdmitge. revels in bound¬ 
less luxury in the sight of the starv¬ 
ing masses. The assn-ssin eared noth¬ 
ing for his own life or liberty. Veii- 
i geanoe npon one of the class which had 
profited by the exitloltatlon of the poor, 
and is Inrgcl.v resiHttisihle for the* con- 
dltlon of his countrymen, was sweeter 
ys to him than either. Me was mad with 
' .despair. Ills lot was. no doubt, so 
hard that his life was a hurdeti to him; 
•and, like Sampson of old. lit' wa.s will¬ 
ing to perish in the ntin that he 
aronght. Against men like this, and 
nnfortunatel.v otir modern life has de¬ 
veloped many of them. laws, courts, 
police and soldh'ry are useless. 

The problem that confrmits modern 
•odety Is not alone how can such crime 
a» the murder of the empress he pre¬ 
vented. It is also, how cati such crimes 
■» that committed last May against 
the poor of .Milan he prevented’;' .V,s 
niore than a Ihousantl la-rsons were 
Ottered at Milan, the erlnie commlt- 
there was more than a thousand 
hme* greater than the killing of the 
ntnpress; unless, indetsl, we are to as- 
*’inie that it is a less crime to mitrder 
n working man or woman than It Is 
la murder an empress, a proposition 
Ihnt demneratlr .\merien will hardly 
Ji*nt to admit. The problem refetT<*d 
la will l)e answered dlfft*rently by the 
dlttiment elnsst's. The governing and 
Pnywsslng class will say: Employ inon* 
I’allce. mon> soldiers: enact more w*- 
vere laws, and execitte them with 
Pvanter vigor. 

But experience has shown this plan 
la he a failure. In no country has this 



polli-y Im'Cii tried more persistently 
than in Uiissin. .vet two czars h.ave 
withiti the present century been assas- 
sliiated, ami a vcr.v ix'ceiit attempt 
against the life of the present czar 
failed only hecanse of a mistake as to 
the time t>f the czar pa.ssing a cintain 
llOliSl-. 

N 41 precaution ’ in successfully guard 
against the ai-ts of men who are will¬ 
ing to fai-e certain death to aceomplish 
Ihclr pitrjmse. .\iid such men can he 
found in ph'tity among a people wlio-e 
snrronndiiig.'- in life are so sorrowful 
that life itself heconies a burden and 
death a hapjty relea.ve. ' 

lint lln^re Is a better wa.v. .\ssas- 
sins will not l>t‘ fonml among a pros¬ 
perous and contented pco]ilc. And 
should those who ludcl the reins of 
giivernnicnl ahandon their polii-y of 
Melllshm‘ss and force, ami devote iluMa- 
selves to the Inillding uj) of ;i co-i'per- 
ativi- system of Industry, wlu-reln .'ill 
who desire it sliould liavi- a pla<-e. 
and all thi* co-operators simold rcct'lve 
the full results of tliidr labor, assassl 
nations would cease: for such a systiun 
would abolish them. 

To accomplish this it wonlil not he 
neci'ssary to do more tlnin for the state 
to acipilrt' sutllcient laml. mines, ma- 
i-hines atiil factories, and organize tin- 
unemployed and underpaid itito a hndy 
of co-operative workers in evt>ry kiiul 
of Itidustry. exeliangiiig their varitsl 
proiliicts among tlmmselves. and giving 
to eaeh eiwii)(‘rati«r all the prod\ict of 
his toil, cxi-ept such portirtn tlu'rcof as 
slKinlil he necessary to inalntjiin the 
plants. 

IVe have the same problem to faei- 
in this eotititr.v as they have In Europe. 
Alreadj’ many of our rich men an* <'on- 
Mtanlly guarded by det<‘etives to pro¬ 
tect them against real or fanciml dan¬ 
ger. Our systein of ludustriv produc¬ 
ing the extnmies of wealth and pov¬ 
erty. Is fast pla<-ing us iti the position 
of the Knropi'an eoniitrles, and will 
priidm-e the same ri'sult here as there. 

Monar<-hs and oppri‘ssors of labor 
will never ;nlopt any n<le(piab* remedy 
for the evils of the presimt inditsirial 
system. The.v will eoiitinne to rely on 
tile broken reed of force, atid will pay 
the penalty aecordlngly. The only 
renied.v Is for the pisiple to t:ike the 
manageinetit of their industrial affairs 
into tiielr own hands, atid establish the 
fo-operatlve Commonwealth.

'desperate and hrutal deeds. There is 
security for society in one direction: 
tliat lies in the reeoKnItlon and practl- 
eal aeknowUalKineiit hy society Itself 
of the inaltenahle rlffhls of man: the 
rijfht to live and to Brow. Suntrlse is 
expressed that all the recent anarchists 
have iK'en Italians: hut there is-^llttleor 
no snrprlsi' at the cruel and haiTharous 
treatment of iht! common piuiple of 
Italy, where oppressed heyonil hnman 
endurance, the SiH-lalist leailers of the 
lieople hare hail meted out to them 
durlni; three months of the present 
Slimmer over l.lDii years of iinprison- 
metii: Socialists everywhere will dt*- 
plore sneh acts as that which ended 
the career of an Innoeeiit woman, hut 
they eaunot fall to direct public atten¬ 
tion to the nniversiil remedy for anar¬ 
chism, which is Socialism. 


GAVE THE GAME AWAY. 


GoveriHir Scofield of Wisconsin Is a 
wealthy lumhi>rman, and when the 
sash, door and blind workers’ strike 
was on at Oshkosh recently, he was 
Interested In a decidiKlly class-con- 
clous way. lie didn't need to take 
the people to imbibe class-conscious¬ 
ness. either. Naturally he was wllllnR 
enonph to order the state militia to the 
scene of the disturbance, and finally 
his class-anxiety pot the better of his 
class-discretion, and he delivcretl him¬ 
self of this very frank utterance to a 
rt?porter: “I am of the oplrlon that 
Svhoii the men find the soldiers are 
still there to-morrow morninp, more 
of thtm will po to work, and In this 
way the haeklione of the strike will 
Botin he broken.” The troops were not 
there, you see. to preserve tlio peace, 
hut to Intimidate the men Into going 
bark to work, and making them re- 
alisse how well preparwl for emer- 
pencles eapitallsm was! And so the 
citizen-soldlers of the state, armed for 
blootly work. If the command were 
given, broke the backbone of the 
strike, and men who o.ampd hut ?2.V0 
a week, some of them, and who only 
St nick to pre.st'rve the right of or¬ 
ganization. went hack to work. Just 
as the governor knew they coiild be 
frightened Into doing. And there are 
many workingmen who will vote for 
Governor Scofield, too! 


TRUTH WILL TRIUMPH. 


The'eapltnlist class of America seem 
to pride themselves that by legality 
they have banished justice from the 
repiihlfc. Kvery defeat of working- 
men stniggling to maintain a living 
wage is hailed by them and their pros¬ 
tituted journals with delight.

Is extremely 
favornlde for Hie growtli of egotistic 
snleldes. .Mtmlstle suicides are per¬ 
formed b.v iMTSoiis whose individual 
anibitlons and desires are very little 
deveinpi'd in eompari.son with eon- 
selonsness of kiiid and Ihe eolleetive 
interests of the society they belong to. 
The nrehnie eommtines formed the 
most favornhlc field for sneh kinds of 
snielde. .\nd even In onr time some 
exceptional personalities eonselonsly 
saerlfi, e their lives on the altarof somi- 
grand idea. Altmistle suicides an- 
ixissihle onl.v In highly Integrated so- 
elelles. 

Flint llv ties are to a great extent a 
safeguard against snielde. lint niainl.v 
so far ns It fulfills Its task, that is ns 
far ns It Is blessed with a progen.v. 
This safeguard is direetl.v proportional 
in Its effleleney—to the number of 
ebildren. The nnmtier of sulcldi-s 
among childless married women, for 
Instance. Is eonslderahly higher than 
that among nnmnr^hHl women of the 
same age.

A fruitful subject for discussion Is 
the long-talked-of union of So- 
riSlst onranlxallons into one strong 
This has l>een made more 
S«ii’nent stUl by the recent attempt 
of the S. U P- to boycott Uic Appeal 
to Beason. All this talk has raised a 
mrt of hazy Idea of uncertainty about 
the immediate future of the two iwr- 
«es that I do not cellsh. The Social 
Democratic Party was not orgnnlzt>d 
mg a mere protest against the Imssism 
that exists In the S. h. P., nor as a 
temporary asylum for sclentlllc So- 
daliats. who were waiting until the 
g. L. P. broadened Its tactics and soft¬ 
ened down Its bullyragging metliods 
so they could cousdeiitiously enlist 
onder that banner. I do not believe 
that we are Infested with “temporary" 
members, for at best such fellows are 
of very little value to the party. Still 
It Is evident from the way some So- 
ehdiat editors write that this ‘•tempo- 
mry" view Is held. Tlie sooner it Is 
dialled the better. The Social 
Democratic I’arty Is not a niakesblft 
-It lean organized fight on capitalism 
OB eonscious Socialistic lines. Talk 
of oar Joining the S. 1.. I’. In case Mr. 
DeLeon Is dethroned Is nonsense. It 
«onId be much better to talk of the 
g L. P. Joining us. for wt* do not bear 
sHmiished name, and the S. L. I’, 
dtea No pleading under the heavens 
wSfntore the S. I.. I*, in the good 
optoloD of trades union men; It has 
IrW too long-‘to muss up the trades 
onion moveuu<jut. Not so with tin' So¬ 
cial Democracy. We find the unions 
willing to enlist under our banner and 
Uf aapport our Socialistic programme, 
lit’s have a rest from this nonsense 
■bout Joining the S. L. P. We are just 
u much a stable party as the S. T.. P. 
We arc not organized to fight the S. 
L. P., or any of Its leaders. We stanrl 
for definite principles and for decc'nt 
tactics In pruiunigating those princi¬ 
ples. 

• • • 

Now don’t misunderstand me. I do 
not say I do not want to see the So¬ 
cialists tinlfcd. I think it a scandal 
that they are not. but there are rea¬ 
sons why they are not. The two or¬ 
ganizations stand for dlflerent tem¬ 
peraments, and I do not think It is 
going to he an easy thing to weld them 
together. Evt-n If hy vote the two 
memberships decided to unite, the tem¬ 
peraments woidd still be the same. 
It would he a marriage of hostile na- 
%res, and tlic fighting wnnUl only be 
closer rnngc-^fiatlrons and dishes 
^toad of words! 

And so It seems to me that the only 
hope of union will He in a gradual 
change In the temperaments. As the 
fight against capitalism gets hotter we 
will get nearer together under the 
common interest It will not be many 
years before the two capitalist parties, 
the RepuhllciiUs and the Democrats, 
will unite t^kcep the workers down. 

> Then no DW-eons in the world can 
keep the Socialist hosts from presimt- 
ing a united front to the enemy. So, 
It seems to me that union will come 
naturally and In Its own good time. 
I do not overlotik the fact that there 
are many fine fellows In tlie S. D. P. 
They will come to us Just n.s soon as 
they become sure that we are stjible. 
Some have already come, and It is my 
private opinion that as time goes on 
the Social Democracy will wax hig 
and strong and the S. L. P. will 
dwindle because of Its inherent In¬ 
tolerance. 

• • • 

The S. D. I*, hasn't sweetene<l by 
a possible—tho' ijultc Improbable— 
taming down of Mr. DeLeon. It must 
not be forgotten that there Is a whole 
progeny of little Dt'l/cons all over 
the country, encouraged and nourished 
by the big one In New York. They 
have chosen a bad Ideal. It la true, 
but they an- eiillnihiastic Just the 
same, and with them the S. L. P. is 
more Important tlinn Socialism. They 
are party zealots to the point of 
tanatlclHi'n, and having had their 
worser natures cultivated. It Is ques¬ 
tionable If thev can be won Ivnck to 
the lines of civility and true brother¬ 
hood. This must not be forgotten. 

Jnst to show what the dominant 
8. L. P. temperanieni, is I will make a 
few quotations from the correspond¬ 
ence column of the New York organ. 
The Pc'ople. siK'Clntetis of tlie "Deleou- 
tatlc good nature." Listen to this fine 
examph' of brotherly love: 

“If Debs were to ni>ply for mem¬ 
bership to Section Pittsburg he would 
be refused, and 1 have no doubt such 
would be the case In most other places 
«lso. . . . Debs admitted to some 
of our comrades In Philadelphia last 
year that he would Join the S. P. 
If there tvas a salary In It . . . Debs 
Would make a goiMl drum major for a 
hfinstrel band."—H. A. Goff. 

What an amiable, fair-minded man 
fbls Mr. Goff must be! No wonder he 
bi in the movement for a Co-oi>eratIvc 
Comnion weal til; he would make such 
*• blgh-mtnded inemlier of one. A 
•nan who tells a lie about another In¬ 
jures his own character. A year ago 
The People said editorially that Com- 
•wde Debs traveled on railway passes. 
When calletl on to substantiate the 


charge, the editor refused to retract 
the falsehood, and the man that made 
the demand was fortt'vlth visited 
with contemptuous treatment So you 
can’t expect much from the big or the 
little DeLeons. That those who know 
Comrade Debs’ nature are deeply 
pained nt these falsehoods goes with¬ 
out saying. Down deep In their 
hearts his detractors know that he 
possesses one of the most unselfish 
natures to .be found anywhere: they 
know that a more conscientious man 
does not breathe, and that* he is wear¬ 
ing himself out in the cause of human¬ 
ity. What sort of a nature can It lie 
that would allow Its party splei'n to go 
to such Ignoble lengths? But I waut 
to moke a few more (luotntlons. Here 
Is a Missouri “Socialist" who says 
sonto uncharitable things aljout tiie 
.Appeal to Reason, and eonclude.s witli 
this choice ebullition of good fellow¬ 
ship: ’’V.'e look to the party organ 
to warn us of these devils.’ M. T. 
lU'rry of Haverhill calls our party "a 
flank movement of capitalism." .And 
the worst of It Is that probably this 
man who rushi's Into print to call So- 
icalists names probably really believes 
that we merit the term he flings at us. 
Certainly, he, ns a self-respecting mili¬ 
tant Socialist, would not Join forces 
with us. 

.\nd so it seems to me that fusion 
betwei'n the two parties Is as yet an 
idle dream.

Parly, which Is made. up of ihi' 
F.ihlans and men like Blatehlord and 
Kler Hardle. In spile of an apparent 
ability to bring fusion nlKuit, tin- ques¬ 
tion arises whether it Is wise to bring 
together iticompniibli' clenient.s. Mem¬ 
bers of both parties fear that It will 
1 h' at iK'St a divided honsehold. .\nd 
a divided household will not hcli he 
cause very iinieh. So the probability 
is that the two partii-s will renniin dis¬ 
tinct 'vbile inaintnining friendly rela¬ 
tions. We can bopt^ for little Itetter 
here jnst now.

HOW ONE HA.^ SAVED HIS LIFE. 

Dear Herald:—Will you itlcasc carry 
this little true story to the good com¬ 
rade in St. Louis who is still deplor¬ 
ing (he sidlt, believing It could have 
lH>«'n avoidfsl if the bolters bad acted 
dilTerenlly—and to some others like 
him els«'where. 

.A iiiati whom I used to know was 
out ehop])ing in the .wumls In Jlie 
northern i>art of Ontario one frost}' 
wintiT’s day, a good many years ago. 
Tin* mow lay deej) on the ground. Tlie 
Ihennometer was away Indow zero 
and the man was all alone in the 
wikkIs. He had Ju.st cut throngli one 
huge tnink till it was ready to fall, 
and jireiinred to Jnmj) aside out ot 
Its way. Blit uiifortunatelv lie was 
not quick eiiongh. T'lie falling tre" 
struck him and bore him dowiy with 
it, the trunk falling across his foot 
and ankle, crushing, them horribly and 
pinning lilui llrnily to the Icy ground. 
There was no one within a mile to 
hear his cries for help, and he could 
not extricate himself. Soon he real¬ 
ized by the numbing ot the pain that 
the imprisoned limb was rapidly irt'ez- 
Ing. What was he to do? Lie there 
Iia.sslvely and let the slow torpor of 
freezing steal over Ids fnime, numbing 
his senses till life was extlncf' Not 
he. The felow had the nerve, the 
clear grit, to take his own axe and 
with his own liands cut off the crushed 
and frozen foot aliovc the ankle, bind 
up the stump with his red bandana 
and woolen muffler, and drag himself 
home on his hands and knees, minus 
a it Is (me. but-alive. 

Oar friend In St. Louis will bold up 
Ills bauds In horror and say: "That 
was no way to amputate a foot! The 
man should have gone to a hospital 
and been put under eliloroform. He 
should have bad a skull'd siiregnn 
with the most Improved surgical In¬ 
struments to perforin the oiieratlon. 
He should have h.id trained nurses to 
dress and bandage the log and keep 
the patient perfeetly quiet for days. 
It was barbarous to multllate his 
IsKly, anyway. If he had act('<I other¬ 
wise'llie'foot might have been s:ived.'’ 

The liolt may not have been “accord¬ 
ing to Hoyle,” but it was the only way 
of saving’ the life of the organization, 
and. what Is still more Important, 
maintaining the l'->nor of the name of 
Socialism, for which so many, many 
brave comnides imve gladly given up 
llls'rtv and life itself n other lands 
and dnvs, and may yet in our own.

THAT IMDDSTRIAL COlllSSION. 

1 note with no little surprise the 
commitnicsition of Adolph Hepner In 
the Herald of September 10. How 
any class-conscious Socialist can hope 
for any good from a tiody originating 
ns this does, is more than I can compre¬ 
hend, and It seems to me that the com¬ 
rade must be possessed of n wonder¬ 
fully well developed “bump" of hope, 
or egotism. 

As the ofliccr of a labor organiza¬ 
tion, I issued a circular two years ago. 
urging our menilH'rs to use their Influ¬ 
ence with their Coogressmau and 
.Senators to kill the thing, de.signnting 
it as a “.Soft Snn|i BUI,” and that is 
what It was. and Is. 

The father of the bill is Thomas W. 
Phillips, who represented the Twenty- 
fifth Peniisylvnula District In the 
Fifty-fourth Congress. The district 
that Matt Quay lives in. Don’t over¬ 
look that. Who Is Phillips? Let me 
quote you a little from his lilogrnphy 
ns printed In the Congresslouul liircct- 
ory: 

“Shortly after the discovery of petne 
leum enteri*d (he oil unsmess, and In 
company with Ids brothers Is'canic 
prominently Identified with the pctrol- 
etiin Industry, under the- firm name of 
Phillips Bros.: when the Producers’ 
Protective .Assiicliitioii was formed. In 
l.SST, was elected pre-slilcnt of tho a.s- 
sociation without opposition, and con- 
tinncil to serve in that eapaeity for 
three years; is Iircsideut of the Clti- 
zeiis’ National Bank of New Castle. 
;uid iireslileiit of the clei irie street rail- 
w:iy of the same place." 

.Not lieliig a menibi'r <if tho present 
Congress, the President has appointed 
him one of the nine "eivlliau” nieni- 
bers of the eommlsslon, eaeli of whom 
Is to riH'etve $:i.t’SKl a year and ex¬ 
penses. The eumniission serves for 
two .venrs. 

In the original bill tliCre were to be 
live men to represeiil eaeli, agilculitire. 
labor and business, oaeh five were to 
seleet two more for eaeli division, and 
each division was nnlhorizeil to seleet 
a seerelar}’ at u salary of $2 <ki per 
month, and a legal, aiivlser at a salary 
the same as eaeli member of the eom- 
iiilssloii, viz., $ri,0tKi per year, and ex¬ 
penses. 

A detailed history of the progress of 
tills bill would he ir most inieresilng 
dnenmeiit to hand ilowii to posierity. 
It enlisted all the selieitdng. plaee- 
linnling fakirs in labor, farm and iii- 
ilnstrial organizations, who have used 
every possible scheme to luisli It along, 
as WM'II ns to pash for a posisli on the 
< oinmlssion.' But ns It limtlly jinssed. 
it curtailed the snaps to sncli a degree 
that many who labored hard for the 
interest of the pot.r lahorliig man ill 

are now thinking--1 or words 

to that effi^t. 

Five Senators and five Representa¬ 
tives, with the nine civilians, now 
compose the coDiiiiission!’'and those 
1 who Hire supposed to represent labor 
arc Frank P. Sargent of the Railway 
FlreiiK'ii. ami Mil:? D. Itatehford of 
tlie Unlteil Mine Workers, both inire 
and simple ira.les iinlunists. 

This commi.ssioii Is to travel over the 
I country and take tcstimuiiy and luair 
silggestion.s, and then j make a report 
to Congress. In the meantime 1 snp- 
]iose the polltiehins will now tell us 
to keep quiet and stop nnr agitation 
nut 11 we lieniT the report of the eom- 
mission. which will tell us wliat is the 
matter, and how to secure a return to 
"prosperity"—that funny old thing. 

How many ri'incmher that in IS^v!, 
Senator Blair of New Hampshire 
headisl a committee of the Uniled 
States Senate, \vlilch went from eiie 
end of the country to the other, set¬ 
ting In all the chief Industrial cihiters, 
where all who chose could come to air 
their Ideas and opinions, and they were 
empowered to send for any who were 
not so incllruHl? The result was print¬ 
ed in four ponderous volumes and dls- 
trlhnted lavishly over the country. I 
rwelvcd several sets, but kept only 
one. and I assure yoy I find lots of 
comfort reading the testimony of siieh 
fellows as .lay Gould, Cdinnncey Depew 
and others of like ilk. All classes and 
conditions of people are represented. 
The Socialists selected Dr. A. Donnl 
to present their position, and his testi¬ 
mony is found In Vol. 2. 

1 preillct that the work of this com¬ 
mission will be nothing more than a 
revision of the matter found In the 
report of the Blatr Comniittis'. and 
will result In no more good to the jm'O- 
ple. 

I have come to think that an ap¬ 
pointive office Is nothing more than a 
hrllic to the working class, and I think 
the trades and labor unions of .St. 
I,ouis are to he congratulated on the 
coiistilntlonal jirovislon they have pro¬ 
vided against such indorsements. 

When the working class elect men of 
their clas.s to olllcc there will be im 
need of petitions and attpeals for the 
aiqHdutmcnt of friends.

Indis-d. sneh was (he 
tenor of Ids remarks that it sw-nu'd at 
times that he might lie Joking. It was 
strange, indeed, to hear sneh* words 
from one who had taken such a iiroini- 
iieiit inirt in the historie Ilomester.d 
strike. That it taught him no le.saoii 
Is iiainfnlly apparent.

If 
Hie down-lrisiden and iltsiiiisHi-ssi-d are 
too brutniizi'd to imlillic Ideals of clean¬ 
liness of Isidy and mind, Hieii, thank 
the gods, we can still make them dis¬ 
contented wllli their xvreti-hedl.v long 
liiitirs and famine pay. .Such a discon¬ 
tent will serv<- our ends very well, for 
it is Hie wliole society we are dealing 
witli. Soclet.v Is to Maine for the ab¬ 
ject coiiditioii of Hiese unfortunates 
(and unfortiimiti-H, in this i-onnecHon. 
seems a mild wonli. As long ns these 
luckless creatures cmffliiue In a stolid, 
dull resignation to what they may con'- 
sider the inevitable, so much longi-r 
will society remain t-omplaisant.

That we commend an hon¬ 
est coxipemtlon to that end by the 
memlK-rs of the Social Democratic 
Party of America, by becoming mem- 
lK»rs of the unions In their respective 
trades or callings, or of the Federal 
Imbor Unions, and strive to organize 
all such trades as have heretofore not 
bi-en organized and assist the organiza¬ 
tion of labor in every way possible: 

“Rt-solved, That In order to more ef¬ 
fectively resist the encroachments up¬ 
on lalmr we advise organized labor to 
combine into national and Internation¬ 
al unions, pledging ourselves to extend 
to them all possible assistance to ac¬ 
complish this end.

.America declares tiiat life, liberty and 
liaiipiness for every mau. womnu and 
cliilil lire cunditiuiied upon equal iiu- 
llHeal aud ecoiioiiilc rights. 

Tliat private ownership of the means 
of productiuii aud distribution of 
wealth lias caused society to .-iplit into 
two distinct classes with conflicting 
Interests, the small po.sse.ssiug class of 
ca|iilalists or exploiters of the Ittlior 
force of otliers ami tlie ever-increasing 
large dispossesswl class of wage-work¬ 
ers. wlio are deiirlved of the soclally- 
due share of their product. 

Tliat capitalism, the private owu- 
ersliiii of the means of produettou. Is 
respousibile for the Insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery am'' deg¬ 
radation of tlie ever-growing m .jority 
of onr people. 

That the same econotnic forces 
which have produced and now inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will comiK-l 
the adoption of Socialism, the collec¬ 
tive ownership of the moans of produc¬ 
tion, for the common good and welfare, 
or result In the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion.

Reduction of the hours of labor lo 
Iiroiiortlon to the Increasing facUitiii 
of production. 

(>. The Iuiiiigurntl4n of a system of 
publle works and improvements for the 
employment of a large number ot tbt 
unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilized for that puiqiose. 

7. All useful iuveutlous to be free to 
all, the luventor to be remunerated by 
Hie public. , 

8. Labor legislation to be made ni- 
Houal instead of loeal, and interna- 
tUmal wliere possible. 

!). .National insurance of working peo 
liU- iigiiiiist accidents and lack of em¬ 
ployment aud pensions In old age. 

10. Eijual civil and political right!' 
for women, and the abolition ot all 
laws diserimlnatlug against women. 

11. The adoption of the luttluHveaad 
Referendum, and the right of recall of 
representatives by the voters. 

12. Abolition of war as far os the 
Unitetl States are c-oiiecriied, aud the 
tntroduc-Hon of interiiatioiial urbitia- 
tion instead. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
.Vnierlt-a does not hope for the estab¬ 
lishment ot social order through th# 
literease of misery, hut on the contrary 
exiiet-ts its coming through the deteb 
milled, united efforts of the workeiii 
of both city and country to gain and; 
use tlie tiolitioal power to that end. 
In view of this we adopt the followiOf- 
plntforln for the piirjiose of uniting 
Hie workers in the country with those 
in Hie city:

3. Tile postal, railroad, telegraph and 
telephone services to be so united that 
ex-ery post and railroad station shall- 
be also a telegraph and telephone cen¬ 
ter. Telephone service for farmers, M 
for residents of cities, to be at cost. 

4. A uniform' postal rate for tl 
transportation of agricultural prodpe 
on all railroads. 

5. Public credit to be at (be dispoi 
of counties jxnd towns for the improv 
ment of roads and soil and for Irrlg 
Hon and drainage^
